The  Lycoming  Alumni  Fund,  like  life,  has  its  ups  and 
downs,  ^^'hen  the  books  were  closed  on  June  30,  it 
soon  became  apparent  that  we  had  experienced  one 
of  the  "downs."  Neither  the  total  cash  goal  nor  the 
percentage  goal  was  reached.  We  aimed  high;  we 
fell  short! 

$18,943.44  GRAND  TOTAL 

In  the  spring  of  1958  Lycoming  College  launched 
a  Development  Campaign  that  saw  over  a  $1,000,000 
pledged.  During  the  Campaign  many  alumni  made 
substantial  pledges  which  were  to  be  paid  during 
a  three-year-period.  Some  of  these  pledges  were 
paid  off  last  year  with  the  result  that  this  year's  alumni 
fund  was  omitted.  If  we  continue  looking  for  excuses 
we  might  mention  the  business  recession  during  the 
past  winter  and  spring  which  may  have  affected  some 
alumni.  Despite  these  circumstances  330  alumni  made 
contributions  to  the  Alumni  Fund  totaling  $18,943.44 
during  the  period  July  1.  1960,  and  June  30,  1961. 
The  number  of  Alumni  participating  this  year  com- 
pares favorably  with  the  330  who  contributed  two 
years  ago,  but  is  a  disappointment  compared  \\  ith  the 
515  who  supported  the  fund  last  vear.
